The essentials of a new plan for 
housing are given in the report, and

(1) A system of differential rent 
rebates for all Corporation dwell- 
ings; (2) A reduction in the cost of 
building, and a long-term building 
plan; (3) Altered policy regarding 
the classes of accommodation to be 
provided; (4) Improvement of 
transport facilities, and a new 
orientation of site planning and 
selection. in order to derive the 
highest possible benefits from exist- 
ing facilities; (5) Reconditioning of 
existing dwellings; (6) Effective Cor- 
poration control of all tenementing; 
(7) A new system of allocation of 
tenancies; (8) Special provision for 
aged couples or single persons; (9) 
The establishment of a clearing 
station in connection with clearance 
work; (10) State a us ri for 
raising capital; (11) Á reduction of 
loan interest and extension of re- 
payment period; (12) Assistance 
and encouragement for non- 
municipal housing activities. .
